New York. Nov. S.—Seven persons 


—six women and one man—were 
killed and twenty men. including sev- 
eral firemen were injured today when 
a four-story building at 17 Atlantic 
avenue, Brooklyn, collapsed. 
The 


Johanns Steamship Provisions Com- 
pany occupied the building and the 
three top floors were stocked with 
beans which were to be shipped to 
General Pershing's forces in France. 
The weight of 
these beans is be- 


lieved to have caused the collapse of 
the three floors, which 
crashed 


through to the basement. 


Firemen, who hail rushed to the 


scene, were just entering the build- 
ins when an ammonia tank on the 
first floor exploded, hurling them 
back to the street. 


The bodies of the six women and 


one man Mlled, were recovered. 
They were on the falling floors and 
were buried in the debris. 


It was at first reported that the 


building had been blown up by 
enemy aliens. This report gained 
credence because of the fact that tho 
beans stored in the building were for 
shipment to the American expedi- 
tionary forces. 


Officials said later that he build- 


ing was an old one and that the 
weight of the beans simply caused 
the floors to collapse. 


The building is just a block away 


from where the big Dow Grain 
Elevator was destroyed by fire re- 
cently with a loss of $3.000,000. 
Enemy agents were believed to have 
caused that fire. 


Both city and federal authorities 


Immediately began an investigation 
ot today's accident in the belief that 
something might have been done to 
cause the floors to collapse. 


The girls who were killed were 


all what ia known as "bean sorters" 
and were working on the third and 
fourth floors. Their bodies were all 
Identified.
